GYIdING the promotion program for the Port of Baltimore during the post three years was 
Joseph L. Stanton, a former newspaperman whose approach to Port matters has brought

newspapers in Columbus, Chicago, Pittsburgh and West Virginia before joining the staff of the 
Baltimore Evening Sun. In the years prior to the war, his activities as a waterfront reporter gove

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Do We Need Dollar Insurance in Our Foreign Trade ?

To simplify the article I have arbitrarily separated the 


question into three classes, namely: 
a. Ocean Marine 
b. Fire and Allied perils 


c. Casualty 


Marine insurance immediately brings us to exports and imports. 


When you undertake to import, you have either paid dollars or intend to do 


so You, therefore, have a dollar exposure 
which is best protected by dollar insur- 
ance. The position is not much different 
when you export from the United States, 
because dollars are in some manner in- 
volved and in the event of a loss replace- 
ment would be facilitated if insurance 
recovery is effected in dollars. 

The traditional international aspect of 
overseas Marine insurance has been af- 
fected by the efforts of certain countries 
to nationalize the market where such ocean 
marine coverage is to be effected. This is 
particularly noticeable in South America, 
but is not limited to that hemisphere. 

Marine insurance companies in_ the 
Americar market and in other leading 
international markets have been making a 
well-organized and determined attempt to 
overcome continuing efforts of govern- 
ments to interfere with the practice of 
allowing Marine insurance to find its own 
market. The insurance companies have 
not always been successful, but unless a 
line is held, we may reach a rather ridicu- 
lous position, if every country demands 
that its imports and exports must be in- 
sured within its country. What would hap- 
pen when a shipment is made between two 
countries having such restrictions? Must 
the seller’ and the buyer, located in dif- 
ferent countries, both effect insurance, 
thereby resulting in extra costs, duplicate 
insurance and probable difficulties at the 
time of a Unfortunately, certain 
ecuntries feel that insurance coverage in 
their own currency, without free exchange 
or convertibility, on international ship- 
ments is quite proper and serves the pur- 
poses of all concerned. What is overlooked 


loss? 


are other basic and long-established prac- 
tices which result in the assured being 
exposed to losses which do not necessarily 
follow the currency of the contract. For 
instance, in the event of general average 
being declared, the adjustment is frequent- 
ly made in an alien currency. There have 
been many cases of general average 
charges and expenses being incurred in 
U. S. dollars even though the steamer was 
part of the national merchant fleet of the 
country where the local insurance contract 
was issued. 

Of course, the fact that a contract is 
issued in U. S. dollars, does not necessarily 
mean that the assured'can expect payment 
of a dollars. It is probable that 
many of you have had experience with 
contracts issued abroad in U. S. dollars 
and found that dollars could not be se- 
cured from the insurer after a loss oc- 
curred. In many other instances serious 
delays have occurred in the settlement of 
losses because the insurer abroad had to 
await the pleasure of its Exchange Con- 
trol. 

The present position is such that the 
American trader, particularly the importer 
has an additional responsibility to bear; 
namely, satisfying himself that the issu- 
ing company has adequate dollars avail- 
able for the payment of loss. 

Under the second category we have Fire 
and Allied lines on property situated 
abroad. The property may be a manufac- 
turing plant, or it may simply be stocks 
in temporary storage awaiting final dis- 
position. 

Conditions vary a great deal from coun- 
try to country, but before determining the

must be considered separately, and your 
insurance agent or broker will know where 
to go for the best advice. Much can be 
lone to meet the problem. 

We now come to the third category; 
namely, Casualty insurance. From a 
buyer’s standpoint, many lines can safely 
be written abroad in local currency. For 
instance, Workmen’s Compensation, lia- 
bility covers in general, including products 
liability, can, as a rule, be safely written 
in local currency, but consideration should 
always be given to the advisability of pur- 
chasing an excess U. S. dollar contract. 

We do need dollar insurance in our 
foreign trade. This ability to pay pre- 
miums in dollars may not necessarily over- 
come the numerous legal fences set up by 
many governments. During these days of 
exaggerated nationalism, shortages of hard 
currency, foreign exchange controls and 
other similar problems, governments are 
encouraged to experiment. These experi- 
ments can and do penalize industry and 
commerce and we can only hope that, as 
these nations develop maturity in foreign 
trade, they will adopt a more realistic and 
flexible approach.

him an interest and knowledge of the maritime business. From maritime reporting to a commission 
in the U. S. Coast Guard with the outbreak of war was a logical step. After nearly a year of 
port security work in Baltimore, Stanton was transferred to one of the large combat cutters of the 
U. S. Coast Guard, the U.S.S. "Spencer." Next followed conovy duty in the North Atlantic and the 
Mediterranean, and when the "Spencer’’ was refitted for duty as an amphibious command ship in 
the Pacific, Stanton went along. These experiences filled in many gaps in his knowledge of ship 
Operation. Following his release from service in 1946, he joined the Baltimore Association of 
Commerce—first as Director of the Aviation Bureau, now as the active head of Baltimore's famous 
Export & Import Bureau.

FEE ON IMPORTS OF SHELLED ALMONDS 


The President on December 10, 1951 signed a proclamation imposing a fee of 10 cents 
per pound, but not more than 50 per cent ad valorem, in addition to the existing duties 
under the Tariff Act, on imports of shelled and blanched almonds in excess of an aggre- 
gate quantity of 4,500,000 pounds during the period October 1, 1951 to September 30, 1952. 
The proclamation provides that not more than 500,000 pounds of the 4,500,000 pound fee- 
free quota may consist of blanched almonds. The fee was recommended by the Tariff 
Commission in a report to the President after an investigation with respect to almonds, 
pecans, walnuts, filberts, brazil nuts, and cashews under the provisions of Section 22 of 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amended. The provisions of that section authorize 
the President, after an investigation by the Tariff Commission, to impose fees or quantita- 
tive restrictions on imports of any commodity if it is found that the imports in question 
materially interfere with any program undertaken by the Department of Agriculture with 
respect to an agricultural product 

In its investigation the Commission found that imports of shelled and blanched almonds 
during the current marketing year (1951-52) if subject only to the existing rates of duty 
(16% cents per pound on shelled and 18% cents per pound on blanched almonds) are prac- 
tically certain to interfere materially with the marketing-agreement-and-order program 
on almonds undertaken by the Department of Agriculture under the Agricultural Market- 
ing Agreement Act of 1937, as amended 

The report to the President on the investigation indicates, however, that at this time 
restrictions under the provisions of Section 22 on imports of the other tree nuts included 
in this investigation are not warranted 

In this report, as in the November 1950 interim report to the President in the same 
investigation, the Commission stated that it is continuing the investigation and that it 
will keep a close watch on the trade in tree nuts and on the provisions and operations of 
marketing agreements and other programs of the Department of Agriculture on tree nuts 
with a view to considering what restrictions, if any, on imports under Section 22 of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act may be necessary in the light of future developments

ALMONDS 

On December 10, 1951, the President issued Proclamation No. 2955 under the authority 
of section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act imposing a fee of 10 cents per pound 
but not more than 50 percent ad valorem on any shelled almonds and on any almonds 
blanched, roasted, or otherwise prepared or preserved (but not including almond paste) 
which are imported in excess of an aggregate quantity of 4,500,000 pounds during the 
period from October 1, 1951, to September 30, 1952, both dates inclusive. The proclamation 
provides that of these 4,500,000 pounds, not more than an aggregate quantity of 500,000 
pounds shall be blanched roasted, or otherwise prepared or preserved (not including 
almond paste). This 10 cents-per-pound fee on the excess almonds mentioned in the 
proclamation would be in addition to duty imposed by paragraph 756, Tariff Act of 1930,

These stamps shall be sold to manufacturers by collectors of customs at the following 
prices: $1.25 per thousand for the small stamp, 4” x 1%” in size, and $1.50 per thousand 
for the large stamp, 8” x 1%” in size.

GATT—"“ESCAPE CLAUSE” ACTION ON WOMEN’S FUR FELT HATS AND 
HAT BODIES 


The Contracting Parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade adopted at 
their Sixth Session held recently at Geneva, Switzerland, a Working Party report on the 
“escape clause” action taken by the United States on women’s fur felt hats and hat bodies. 

The report found no conclusive evidence that the United States had violated the 
General Agreement, but recommended that the United States keep the matter under review 
and be prepared to consider restoring the concessions, in part or in whole, if it is found 
no longer necessary to withhold then 

This report arose out of a withdrawal by the United States on December 1, 1950, of 
certain tariff concessions on women's fur felt hats and hat bodies which had been made 
in 1947 in the GATT. The action taken by the United States under the provisions of the 
‘escape clause” (Article XIX of GATT) was challenged by Czechoslovakia and termed a 
violation of GATT. The Contracting Parties thereupon set up a working party to examine 
the matter at their Fifth Session and to report at the Sixth Session

REPORT ON ASBESTOS 


The United States Tariff Commission has issued a report on Asbestos. This report 
is the third of a series which the Tariff Commission is preparing on selected industrial 
materials. The materials covered in the series are mainly raw materials and some inter- 
mediate products which are of special interest in connection with strengthening the 
civilian economy and mobilizing the Nation's resources for defense 

Asbestos, which is a general term applied to several fibrous minerals, is a very 
important raw material for certain military and civilian uses. As the chief constituent 
of brake-band linings and clutch facings, asbestos is essential to automotive transport; 
in the form of gaskets and packings it is a necessary part of power-generating machinery; 
as a heat insulator it is important in both household and factory construction and equip- 
ment; and combined with cement it is used in the manufacture of large quantities of 
certain building materials For many of the important uses of asbestos there are no 
substitutes 

Asbestos is free of duty. The United States is the largest asbestos consuming country 
in the world but it produces only a relatively minor proportion of its requirements. Gen 
erally over 95 percent of the total quantity of asbestos consumed in the United States 
is imported. Because of our large degree of dependence upon foreign sources of supply 
and the unavailability of substitute materials, especially for military uses, certain types 
of asbestos have been classified as strategic and critical materials. These types do not 
include the short or nonspinning fibers of which there is usually an ample supply in 
Canada and which constitute the bulk of United States imports
